Sissippi River, the Territories, Cuba and the Isle of Pines. 

: The work accomplished by the Home Board, with the blessings 
ofa kind Heavenly Father, is sufficient suarantee of the wisdom that 
projected it.’ In the States this board co-operates with the State mis- 
sion boards, and thus avoids conflict and aids in supplying the weak 
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points and places of destitution. Home Missions is our plan of bring. 
ing a knowledge of our Lord to our own unsaved. Many places once 
aided by this board are now strong points for the spread of the Gos- 
pel at home and in foreign fields. 

We have in this field this vear 880 missionaries working in co- 
operation with the various State boards in Southern States, but inde- 
pendent in Cuba, Isle}of Pines and Panama. These missionaries 
have witnessed the bajjtism of more than 15,000 persoris. The boards 
report an increase in chntributions over last year of more than $30, 
000 making a grand tofal of $176,411.23.

The coun- 
try is flooded with all Kinds of nostrums claiming to cure every dis- 
ease the human flesh is heir to, and whiskey largely predominates in 
them all: All these different sarsaparillas —blood purifiers they call 
thém +such as Hood's }and others, 20 per cent of the ingredients is 
whisky. How many i@ this congregation are patronizing the distil- 
leries. Even the prea¢hers sometimes carry a bottle in their grip— 
not whisky, who said it was whiskey? It is merely something to pu- 
rify the blood; a re the Dr. gave him to make his victuals digest. 
In my travels recently} in a little town in Ala., a friend says, ‘have 
you heard of the deathjof Annie Armstrong? She suicided last night.’’ 
A drunkard’s grave anda suicide’s grave.

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STATE MISSIONS. 
Missions is a doctrine of God's word—a doctrine as distinctive as 
baptism, Lord's supper, justification by faith —or any of the doctrines 
preached by Christ and advocated by the Apostles. To p each the 
gospel to every creature, to make disciples of all nations, is impera- 
tively laid as duties upon Christ's people and churches. To fail in 
this duty is to be untrue to our trust and disobedient to the commands 
of our Savior. How shall we do it? This brings us into the realm of 
method, and in our methods God's people are to be guided by ‘‘sane- 
tified common sense,’’ with much light thrown om the matter by the 
word of God, as seen in Apostolic principles and methods therein _re- 
vealed, under the leading, as we believe, of the Holy Spirit, and by 
the light of God's truth, together with conditions, social, political and 
religious. The fathers projected the plans now obtaining, that of di- 
viding the great field and work into separate divisions, known as 
Foreign, Home, State and Associational Missions, and putting these 
different departments of the one great work into the hands of a com- 
mittee or board, selected by the brethren, who look after the work 
committed to them, that co-operation may be intelligently and proper- 
ly conducted. The amount of work done, the results accomplished, 
have abundantly proven the wisdom of the plan and that the smiles 
of our God are upon it. This is especially true of our State Mission 
work. In expenditures and results this work has doubled in the last 
5 years. The attainments we have made as a denomination in this 
State have been both gratifying and encouraging and are the result 
largely of this agency. With the great material presperity now upon 
us, the building of new lines of railroad and the springing up of new 
towns along them, together with the large rural population in the ter- 
ritory thus developed, call for increased effort and enlarged contribu- 
tions. State Missions must be fostered, not only for protection and 
evangelism, but we must “strengthen our stakes that we may length- 
en our cords.’ A most noble work has been done by our State Board 
during the past Convention year. May we de our part, that a great: 
cr one may be done this year. A few words, now, as to Associational 
Missions. This is especially our work—our “‘Jerusalem'’ where we 
must begin but not stop. “Judea, Samaria and the uttermost parts 
of the world’ must also be gospelized. Our Executive Board has 
done a fine work through the summer in special evangelistic work, by 
ineans of the Tent. Of this work, read their report. It is the sense 
of your committee that the field and work of our Association needs a 
‘nan to occupy it as « Associational Missionary.’’ We (therefore. re- 
commend that this Association furnish our Executive Board with 
some practical evidence of support of such work, and that they be di- 
rected to consult the State Board, with whom we co-operate, and if 
possible secure a man and put him in the field to follow up the special 
evangelistic work and strenghthen and establish the work already 
done, Respectfully Submitted.

1 We, as independent churches of Jesus Christ do mutually covenant 
to unite our efforts.and influence the advancement of the cause of Je- 
sus Christ, under the title of “The Tishomingo Baptist Association.’ 


2 We agree to hold annual meetings to be composed of delegates cho- 
sen by the respective churches, bearing letters to be read at the open- 
ing of the meeting, showing their appointment and also showing the 
number received by baptism, by lettef, by restoration, dismissed by 
letter, excluded or dead, together with the Whole number in fellow- 
ship. Also average number of Sunday School pupils and number of 
conversions, the ameunt contributed to Associational, State, Home 
and Foreign Missions, Ministerial Education, support of pastors, 


church expenses, church improvements and total valuation of church 
property. 


3 We agree that every church belonging to this body shall be en- 
titled to three delegates until they have 100 members, then one addi- 
tional delegate for every 50 above 100. 

4. When any church shall fail to communicate with this body for 
three consecutive meetings, it shall be considered as having with- 
drawn from us and will be dropped from the minutes, unless two or 
more members request its continuance and will engage to inquire into 


its standing and to make report at the next annual meeting of this 
Association, 


5. Other churches may be ac 
tying their wisi? by letter and 
scriptural. 


6. We will elect Moderator and Clerk, by ballot, at each annual 

meeting as soon as the letters from the churches are read and the 
members’ names enrolled; Jetters from petitionary churches being 
received that their delegates may also have the privilege of voting. 
7 We disclaim the right to adopt rules that can, at any time, infringe 
on the independence and rights of churches. We may, however, ad- 
vise churches when they request it, and will withdraw from such as 
become heretical in doctrine and disorderly in discipline. 

8. We will have an Executive Board composed of seven members, 
elected annually and the Moderator and Clerk, whose duty it shall be 
to take charge of all the funds sent up by the churches, and dispose 
of the same as the churches may direct. 

9. We will correspond with sister associations. Any member of this 


body, whose name “ppears on our minutes, is authorized to repre- 
sent us in other religious bodies.

STATE AND ASSOCIATIONAL MISSIONS. 


We your committee on State and Associational Missions submit 
the following report: ‘Since our body met last there have been twelve 
meetings held in the bounds of our association, in which there were 
137 professions and about 70 additions to the churehes, and others yet 
to join. While we meet with opposition and encounter some difficulties, 
the work as a whole is steadily growing, and becoming more popular 
with the people. | There seem to be two needs just now before us: 

First, we need more funds to reach all the destitute places. 

Second, we need a man to follow up the summer work to organize 
churches and develope the young converts, and put the work on a per- 
manent working basis. \ 

We suggest that:in case there is not enough funds to carry on the 
tent work and employ, a man for all the year, that the Executive Board 
be instructed and empowered to employ a man for such a part of his 
time as they may feel that the funds will justify. 

The State Missionaries have baptised 13,490 persons. 
Mississippi State Missionaries labored in meetings where 20,296 
persons were baptised. 

Mississippi State Missionaries are thus identified with 33,786 
baptisms.
